"Staple  cotton  markets  had  another  quiet  spell  during  the  past  week, 
the  inactive  period  in  this  section  of  the  market  having  extended  now 
for  nearly  six  weeks.    Mill  demand  has  been  at  the  disappearing  point 
and  many  manufacturers  are  not  enough  interested  in  raw  cotton  to  oven 
inquire  prices  or  to  inspect  sample  offerings.

"One  or  two  buyers  showed  some  interest  in  Pima  cotton  this  week, 

and  sales  were  reported  around  36  cents.     The  cotton  was  extra  good 
No.  2fs  which  were  almost  equal  to  No.  l's  and  were  accepted  as  better 
than  regular  No.  2's.
